Trespass Law As 
Defense Measure 

A trespass ordinance which 
will prohibit pedestrians or ve¬ 
hicles from entering upon city 
owned property, with violations 
carrying a possible fine of $300, 
three months in the Los Angeles 
county Jail or both, was adopted 
Tuesday evening by the city 
council. 

The complete ordinance which 
ha.s been enacted for the public 
safety and as a home defense 
rna.su re, will be found elsewhertf 
in the NEWS. It will effect all 
city owned properties which are 
piosted and is considered an Im- 
p.'rtant .step in the control of 


state and county officials, com 
munity leaders, friends and rela¬ 
tives of the men.

An analysis of State Controller 
Harry B. Riley’s report on the 
financial transactions of cities 
and counties shows that local 
taxation does not account for all 
of the cost of operating those 
governmental units.

columnist. Dr. John L. Woehler, 
last week. While reading his re¬ 
port of Canada at war it is in¬ 
teresting to speculate on what 
might happen in the world should 
all the nations believe it worth 
while to expend such sums for 
the maintainance of peace. His 
observations follow; 

TI Dear Margaret; In spite of 
urgent and eame.st reque.sts from 
the Saturday Evening Past, E. V. 
Dueling, Lee Shippey and others 
of equal fame—for an article on 
my last sojourn to the Canadian 
Rockies, I will ignore al these, 
and accede to your demand for 
■an accounting of a very interest¬ 
ing months trip. 

While our itinerary included 
travel thru beautiful areas of 
Calfomia, Oregon, Washington, 
Montana, Idaho, Nevada. Arizona 
and gorgiously beautiful Canadian 
Rockies, I believe this letter 
would be of greater Interest if 
it concerns itself wdth Canada 
and the Canadian people at war. 
^ The World War of today con¬ 
cerns as all and my personal 
reaction to the appalling indif¬ 
ference of a definitely involved 
American was a curiosity to see 
and invesetigate Canada in war i 
times. The data I will Impart is | 


more 

! this year than they did on all of 
the years of the World War of 
1914. The average Canadian ac¬ 
tually labors three and one half 
hours each day in war effort, as 
guaged in time. 

r The cost of maintaining a 
Canadian soldier Is $7.11 per day 
(incidentally, the American costs 
.$12.32 per day). An armored di¬ 
vision costs $200,000,000. A Hur¬ 
ricane or Spitfire fighting plane 
cost.s around $50,000 as compared 
to $8,000 in the last war; bomb¬ 
ers from $125,(X)0 to $150,000; 
tanks from $70,000 to $80,000 
apiece. In the last war 4000 me¬ 
chanical horsepower could take 
care of a Division, but now 214,- 
000 are necessary; Bombs cost 
from $80 to $200 each. An hour’s 
firing of an anti-aircraft gun is 
[ approximately $40,000. 

I On the sea the money goes 
! fa.st, too. A small mine sweeper, 
$575,000; destroyers, $4,000,000; 
a cargo vessel, $1,750,000; one 
destroyer costs $400,000 a year to j 
operate. j 

All tha’e current war costs I 
are apart from the war goods j 
that Canada will ship to Britain 
this year—about a billion and a | 
half dollars worth, for which 
Canada will receive in cash only 
about $350,0<X),000. This means 
that in addition to meeting their 
own costs, they will have to find 
something more than another 
$1,000,000,000 in aid to Britain, If 
you are intere.sted in higher 
mathematics and disagreeable 
facts, you can calculate that in¬ 
cluding their aid to Britain, their 
own war program and the cost 
of their various governments — 
provincial and municipal as well 
as federal— they shall spend 60 
cents out of every dollar they 
earn this year on the state. 
r So all in all, this is inte'est- 
ing information. Reliable sources 
tell us defeat of the Axis will 
cost the United States forty bil¬ 
lions of dollars each year. The 
Axis powers have spent between 
50 and 60 billion per year on 
the war, and the democracies 
must mateh this and more if vic¬ 
tory is to be won. 

^ It would seem to me that we, 
as Americans, should stop delud¬ 
ing ourselves. Let us meet the is¬ 
sue squarely. We are at War! 
Our President has charted our 
course and, right or wrong, we 
must follow and the job must be 
finished. 

r So I thought our little com¬ 
munity might be interested to 
know how our neighbor, Canada, 
is carrj'ing on. How we, of neces¬ 
sity, will also be carrying on. 
The spirit of the people in Can¬ 
ada is high— 100 per cent co-op¬ 
eration is in evidence. We were

The average weekly earnings of railway employees 
ore now 15 per cent higher than in the peak year 
1929, while the cost of living is 12 per cent less. 

The demands of the railway labor unions ore being 
made when the entire nation has just been asked 
to moke a supreme effort for Notional Defense. 

The railways cannot meet these demands without 
a great increasejn the cost of transportation. They 
exceed by more than 700 million dollars the in¬ 
come that the railways hod left after paying their 
annual expenses, taxes and charges in 1940. 

The railways have a vitally important job before 
them. They need all their resources to continue 
adequately to serve you and contribute effectively 
toward the National Defense Program.
